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Our READERS will find in another column a state- 
ment issued by the Incorporated Law Society in support 
of Mr. Denman’s bill to reduce the Annual Certificate 
Duty. Although not exhaustive as an argument in 
favour of the abolition of the tax, the statement contains 
a concise history of its first imposition, and of the at- 
tempts made within the last twenty years to procure its 
remission. It will amply repay a perusal. 














THE JUDGMENTS delivered yesterday morning by 
Lord Justice Cairns are of considerable importance at 
the present time when so many cases are being brought 
forward of variance between prospectus and articles of 
association. Lord Justice Cairns’ judgments want, as 
no doubt they will receive, careful reading. The result 
is that Mr. Lawrence, on the list of shareholders in 
the Cachar Company (Limited), and Mr. Kincaid in 
the Russian (Vyksounski) Iror Works Company 
(Limited), are not entitled to have their names removed 
from the register, because they did not exercise due 
diligence in objecting to the course the directors were 
taking, when they knew, or might have known, of the 
variance upon which they now rely. We must not be 
supposed to suggest that any new principle has been 
laid down or enforced, but in many cases it is lost sight 
of; and it is therefore needful, as it would seem, to have 
it once more authoritatively established, seeing that it 
may obviate expensive litigation, the only result of which 
can be to saddle those with costs who are already over- 
burdened. 

Lord Justice Turner concurred in the result which had 
been come to by his learned brother in both cases, but he 
desired to be understood as expressing no opinion how 
the cases would have stood if there had been no delay 
after the knowledge of the variations which had been 
relied upon as ground for relief. 

OUR READERS will see in our columns of reports an ob- 
servation by Vice-Chancellor Stuart, in the Ottoman 
Financial case, condemnatory of the.practice of adjourn- 
ing opposed summonses into Court, without giving the 
judge an opportunity of considering them in chambers. 
This practice arises entirely from the rule which his Honour 
has laid down of refusing to hear counsel in chambers. 
Parties desirous of being heard by counsel are also de- 
sirous that their cases should be presented fresh to the 
judge’s mind, and are fearful of being prejudiced by any 
primd facie view which the judge may take of the case 
if it should come before him without argument, and still 
more object to submit cases which they think of such 
importance as to require the aid of counsel to the judg- 
ment uf the Chief Clerk. Chamber practice in chancery 
will never be satisfactorily conducted until two rules are 
laid down:—1st. No opposed matters whatever (except 
summonses for time and such like, and questions of pure 
fact) to be even heard, much less decided, by the Chief 
Clerk, 2ndly. The universal adoption of the Master of 
the Rolls’ rule with regard to counsel. It may be that 
this would involve the necessity for a re-construction of 





the Court. Tant mieux. We desire that on independent 
grounds. 





Ir Is KNOWN pretty widely in the profession that 
Vice-Chancellor Stuart has hitherto refused to allow soli- 
citors to have shorthand notes taken of proceedings before 
him in chambers. We are enabled now anthoritatively 
to state that that rule has been relaxed, and that his 
Honour has expressed his intention of permitting notes 
to be taken in future. Indeed, on yesterday week, in 
Kelly v. Hutton, the parties availed themselves of the 
privilege granted. 





IT WILL BE OBSERVED, from the sittings paper of the 
Court of Chancery for Easter Term, which will be found 
in another column, that none of the courts sit between 
Thursday the 18th and Wednesday the 24th April. The 
reason is that the 19th is Good Friday, and, as the 
courts and offices are always closed on Easter Monday 
and Tuesday, whether those days fall in term or other- 
wise, the Judges, in consideration of the wishes of those 
who may desire to be in the country, refrain from 
sitting on Saturday, so giving five clear days’ holiday 
during Easter Term. The last time these days fell in 
term was in the year 1862, and previously in 1859, when 
there was a similar interval in the sittings of the 
courts. 





THE GREENWICH POLICE-couRT was last week the 
scene of a somewhat peculiar hearing. The complainant 
Mr. Alfred Watson, a solicitor, charged Mr. Joseph Hop- 
good with publishing concerning him a certain libel 
which he had written on the linings and glass win- 
dows of first-class carriages on the London, Brighton, 
and: South-Coast Railway. From the evidence given 
before the magistrate it would appear that the prosecu- 
tor and the defendant had been on intimate terms, 
and that some quarrel had arisen between them respect- 
ing the settlement of an account. The defendant was 
charged with having expressed his opinion respecting Mr. 
Watson’s character by writing on the lining of a carriage, 
“ A, Watson, 18,Cannon-street West, is a cardsharper,” and 
also with having written on the glass windows the 
words “ thief,” “ blackguard,” “ cardsharper,” and “ cheat 
and forger,” accompanied by the name of the complain- 
ant. The canvass lining and the glass windows were 
produced in court, and the whole case turned on the evi- 
dence of handwriting. The experts were of opinion that 
the defendant was the writer, while other witnesses 
were of opinion that he was not. The defendant, who 
solemnly denied that he was guilty, was committed for 
trial at the Central Criminal Court, bail being ac- 
cepted for his appearance. 





THE John Bull publishes the following particulars as 
authentic, respecting the forthcoming prosecution against 
the Rev. A. H. Mackonochie, Perpetual Curate of St. 
Alban’s, Holborn :— 

One obscure individual, evidently the nominee of others, 
who is not, as far as can be ascertained, a householder, has 
made a formal complaint to the Bishop of London of the 
following alleged illegal practices, viz., the burning of in- 
cense, lighted candles on the holy table, elevation of the 
consecrated elements (which has been discontinued for some 
time), and the sale of the ‘‘ Hymnal Noted” in the church. 
The use of vestments is not mentioned. It isa mistake to 
say that articles have been filed, for letters of request have 
not yet been issued. Messrs. Moore & Currie are proctors 
for the promoter, and Mr. Brooks, of Doctors’-commons, is 
sroctor for the incumbent. We understand that Dr. Archi- 

ald Stephens is advising for the promoter, and the Queen’s 
Advocate is retained for the defence. The case will proba- 
bly be sent by letters of request to the Court of Arches in a 
few days. 

As the Bishop is, in case letters of request are issued, 
legally responsible for costs, it is perfectly immaterial to 





any one but himself whether he is set in motiom by one 
pauper or twenty peers. 
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Ir Is STATED that a full and elaborate review of the 
ease of Mr. J. F. Wilkinson, the late manager of the 
Joint-Stock Discount Company, has been laid before the 
Home Secretary, with a view to show that whatever may 
have been the reckless course of Mr. Wilkinson by which 
the Joint-Stock Discount Company was brought to ruin, 
there was much room for doubt in relation to the charges 
on which he was arraigned. The reply of the Home 
Secretary is understood to be to the effect that he sees 
nothing in the evidence to call for his interference in 
Mr. Wilkinson’s behalf. 





THE OFFICE OF Judge of the County Court of West 
Kent became vacant last week in consequence of the 
death of J. Espinasse, Esq., who had held the appointment 
since the establishment of county courts in 1847. For 
some time past Reginald Fowler, Esq., has been offi- 
ciating as deputy judge in the district. The vacancy 
has been filled by the transfer of J. J. Lonsdale, Esq., 
from the County Court District of East Lancashire, where 
his place has been supplied by W. T. G. Daniel, Esq., Q.C. 





“A County Court JuDGE” has addressed an impor- 
tant letter to the Zimes on the subject of Imprisonment 
for Debt:— 


Sir,—In your leading article of this day on the proposed 
new Bankruptcy Act, you advocate ‘‘the abolition of im- 
prisonment for debt” in the county courts, and you add, 
with much apparent justice, that ‘‘it is intolerable that we 
should abolish imprisonment for debt in the courts of supe- 
rior jurisdiction, and continue to apply it in inferior tribu- 
nals, thus making the magnitude of the penalty vary in- 
versely as the magnitude of the offence.” 

As what you term ‘imprisonment for debt,” but which 
might more justly be termed ‘‘ imprisonment for contempt 
of court,” is the very backbone of the County Court system, 
perhaps you will allow me to say a few words in favour of 
its continuance. 

In all debts under £20 the county court judge has the 
power to order that the amount proved to be owing shall be 
paid by instalments. The periods of payment and the 
amount of each instalment are fixed by the judge after due 
examination into the circumstances and position of the de- 
fendant. Take an everyday case. John Brown, a labourer, 
is summoned for a debt of £3 for groceries; the debt is 
proved, and he is ordered to pay it off by instalments of 
4s. a month, but despite the order, he does not pay. He is 
then summoned again to show cause why he has not paid 
in obedience to the order, when it is shown either that by 
altered circumstances he is unable to pay his instalments, or 
that by unaltered or improved cireumstances he is able to 
pay them. Inthe former case either the amount of the 
instalment is diminished or the period of its payment 
postponed, or both ; but in the latter case the same order 
is continued, or a heavier order is made, together with a 
warrant of commitment to gaol for a period of from 
seven to forty days, according to the requirements of the 
case ; but in practice the warrant is never put in force so 
long as the instalments are paid, and except in cases of 
— culpability the term of imprisonment is invariably 
short. 

I believe, sir, that I express the opinion of everyone 
conversant with county court practice when I say that 
this system works admirably well in securing payment to 
the creditor with the least possible amount of privation to 
the debtor. 

The feeling of the day seems to be in favour of an exten- 
sion of the county court system, but you may as well 
close our courts at once as to take away from us the power 
of iy Tag ag for, that gone, the dishonest debtor would 
snap his fingers at the order of the judge, and the creditor, 
unable to distinguish beforehand the honest from the dis- 
honest debtor, would soon cease to trouble the judge to make 
an order incapable of enforcement and free from punishment 
for breach. 


We do not purpose at present to make any remarks on 
this letter, which seems to be deserving of very serious 
consideration, although it by no means disposes of the 
difficulty raised by the fact that it is proposed to abolish 
imprisonment for debts recovered by judgment at the 








Superior Courts, and that it seems anomalous to give to 
the judgment of an inferior Court an efficacy denied to 
that of the superior one. 





THE SELECT CoMMITTEE on the “Limited Liability 
Acts”?

MARTIAL EQUITY. 

We have from time to time called the attention of our 
readers and the public to the peculiarities of the tribu- 
nals which have during the last few years developed 
themselves to such an alarming extent as to threaten to 
overshadow the Courts of Equity; we mean, of course, 
the “Courts,” (for they can be called by no other name) 
which are presided over by those “learned gentlemen,” 
the chief clerks of the equity judges. 

The mode in which justice is administered in these 
tribunals is worth an attentive study, as it differs in 
many respects from that which prevails in most other 
courts known to the law. It seems indeed to be founded 
on a Turkish or oriental model, and reminds one forcibly 
of the grand old times when the Sultan’s deputy or 
“ Wuzeer,” sitting at the gate of the Palace, administered 
summary justice in the name of his master, to whom we 
presume a right of appeal in some shape must have ex- 
isted, though probably as little satisfactory to the suitor as 
is an appeal from a chief clerk to a Vice-Chancellor. The 
nearest approach to it in modern times is, however, to be 
found in the celebrated system of law which is now 80 
much in vogue with some distinguished members of both 
Houses of Parliament, and for this reason we think it 
may not inaptly be designated as “ Martial Equity.” 

We are not, as a nation, great sticklers for technical 
forms; and we are accustomed to—and, indeed, rather like 
—the rough and ready procedure which characterises some 
of our inferior courts of common law, as, for instance, our 
county courts and petty sessions; and where, as is often 
the case, we are satisfied that substantial justice is done, 
we are not disposed to carp or cavil at the occasional 
vagaries of the bench. We have, however, in the last- 
mentioned tribunals, not only the assurance that the 
judges or magistrates (as the case may be), if not equal 
in learning and temper to the judges of the superior 
courts, are nearly all gentlemen of education and inde- 
pendent position; but we have what is more important, 
the inestimable safeguard of publicity, and consequent 
responsibility to public opinion. We know also that the 
cases which come before these tribunals are nearly always 
of a simple character, seldom involving more than one 
or two plain issues, and capable of being readily sifted 
by ordinary men of business. But the tribunals to 
which our attention is now directed are open to all the 
complaints which are usually made against county courts 
and petty sessions, without any one of their redeeming or 
palliative circumstances. 
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The judges of these courts, however high their pro- } 


fessional character may have been, are not gentlemen 
who have been, by reason of their distinction or expe- 
rience, selected by the Lord Chancellor to fill the office 
of judge. They are not, and do not profess to be, inde- 
pendent gentlemen, like county magistrates. They are 
clerks, selected to perform the office, partly of a jury, 
partly of an accountant, to certify to the judge the result 
of certain inquiries and calculations; for no other purpose 
in the world. Their functions are performed, not in public, 
subject to the moral control and discipline which the 
presence of the bar, the solicitor, and even bystanders, 
so powerfully exercises; not under the eyes and ears of 
legal or newspaper reporters, with the consciousness that 
their sayings and doings, whether right or wrong, will, 
if in any respect deserving of comment, come before 
the public but in camerd, in their own private room, 
where no one can be admitted without their permission, 
and where, as a rule, no one is present but the “ parties,” 
represented in general by two or three solicitor’s clerks, 
who are well acquainted from experience with the failings 
and prejudices of the great man who sits before them, 
and regulate themselves accordingly. 

And what are the questions which come before 
these domestic tribunals, and of which the gentlemen 
who preside therein are too often the ultimate arbiters ? 
Not simple issues of fact, or matters of account, as is 
supposed in theory to be the case; but questions of every 
possible description which can arise indirectly or inci- 
dentally in the course of a chancery suit; questions often 
depending upon the most difficult and doubtful doctrines 
of equity; questions involving the duties and conduct of 
trustees and executors, of parents and guardians, of part- 
ners in trade, of directors of companies; questions affec- 
ting the honour of individuals, the peace of families, 
the credit of comercial men; questions which, if raised 
directly in an action or suit, would be the subject of 
elaborate argument by counsel, and would receive the 
most careful consideration by the judges. In short, 
every question which can possibly be raised by a suit in 
equity may, if it arise incidentally in the course of an 
inquiry in chambers, be heard and disposed of in a sum- 
mary way by a Court, to which the constitution of the 
country would not entrust the decision of a case of com- 
mon assault, or an action for the price of a pound of 
sugar. 

But there is a class of cases to which the above re- 
marks apply with even greater force, and as to which it 
is impossible to overrate the dangers of the present 
system. * 

So long as the parties to a suit are at arms’-length, 
and bond fide contes’ their respective cases, there is gene- 
rally a chance that, in some shape or other, a correct 
decision will be arrived at, as either party may insist on 
an adjournment into court, and, if necessary, have re- 
course to the Court of Appeal. But there is, as we are 
most of us aware, a numerous and increasing class of 
suits instituted in our equity covrts which are called 
“ friendly suits,” the object of which is to obtain, not a 
judicial decision of a disputed question, but a judicial 
sanction to acts and dealings which, but for such juadi- 
cial sanction, might be either invalid or might involve 
the actors in personal responsibilities. 

The course of proceeding in such cases will te fami- 
liar to some of our readers. A bill is filed in the name 
of an infant, some discreet uncle or cousin (a country 
clergyman is often selected for the office,) being named 
as next friend, and the ostensible object of the suit being 
the taking of certain accounts, or an inquiry into the 
propriety of granting a lease for twenty-one years. In 
some cases the same solicitor appears for all parties, but 
if the case is properly managed the family solicitor nomi- 
nates a friend to enter an appearance for the defendants. 
A decree is made by consent, and certain accounts and 
inquiries are ordered. The object of the proceeding has 
now been practically attained, the future management of 
the property, and the adjudication of all questions 





which may arise in relation thereto, are removed by a 
kind of certiorari into the court of the chief clerk, who, 
so long as the parties are willing, has exclusive jurisdic- 
tion over the matter, and is at once invested with all 
the powers of the Lord Chancellor. 

The chief clerk is, in such a case, the living incarnation 
of power. He can do almost anything, solong as the parties 
agree to it, and in the case we have put the parties are 
not likely to disagree about anything which comes before 
him. He can not only sanction the commission of every 
conceivable breach of trust, but he can “ assoilzie” a trus- 
tee from the consequence of previous breaches. As for 
the infant’s property, he can dispose of it with as 
much facility as his own, and with far less anxiety 
to himself. He can sell or buy estates, grant leases, 
send the boy to school or to travel on the Continent, 
increase the mother’s allowance, indulge in cha- 
rities to any extent, build cottages; churches, and 
schools, refurnish the mansion, in short, do anything 
which he thinks good for the estate. He has of course 
his peculiar crotchets on all those questions, especially 
on the best mode of managing landed property (a fa- 
vourite subject with chief clerks), and he hasample scope 
for their indulgence. Thesecrotchets are not published 
in the reports, but they are carefully enshrined in the 
hearts of solicitors and solicitor’s clerks, and fortunate 
is the managing clerk who has them at his fingers’ ends, 
There is, however, one general principle pervading all the 
equity chambers, which every solicitor’s clerk speedily 
learns, and that is, that the presiding deity will infal- 
libly resent the slightest doubt as to his own infallibility, 
or the most distant hint of a desire to have the opinion 
of the Vice-Chancellor. 

The cause having arrived at this stage, ifthe solicitors 
who conduct it understand their business, all is smooth 
water. The scruples or misgivings of trustees are at once 
allayed,the matter is in Chancery. 

If doubts are suggested the sanction of the “Court” 
is readily obtained. The usual course is this, a petition 
is presented in which the counsel supposed to op- 
pose the view of the chief clerk, is carefully instructed 
merely to submit the facts. Thereupon the judge says, 
“Send up Mr. Jones.” A colloquy takes place in an 
under-tone between the two high functionaries, and the 
judge, addressing the petitioner’s counsel, says, “ It seems 
to be all right; you may take the order.” 

The discretionary powers which the testator in the in- 
nocence of his heart confided to two or three of his 
relations or friends, whom he believed to be especially 
conversant with his affairs, and capable of exercising 
an independent judgment about them, are transferred to 
an official who knows just as much about the affairs as 
the parties who conduct the suit think fit tolay before 
him, and who is, for all practical purposes, blindfold. 

Let us now suppose some family arrangement, some 
compromise, some transaction prompted by good or bad 
motives, which the governing members of the family 
are desirous, for reasons of their own, to carry into effect, 
but which cannot be made effectual without the sanction 
of the Court. A summons is taken outand served in due form 
on the other solicitor, affidavits are filed stating in general 
terms the nature of the proposed arrangement, and ex- 
pressing the opinion of the solicitor who prepared it, that 
it is fit and proper. The parties attend before the chief 
clerk, who carefully notes that all parties are present, 
or have been served. 

The affidavit is read, the chief clerk asks a few ques- 
tions and then desires to hear what the other parties have 
to say. The solicitor who appears for the other parties 
will probably raise sundry points of detail which lead 
to a discussion of an hour or two on matters wholly ir- 
relevant to the main question, which will carefully be left 
undiscussed. Certain modifications will then be con- 
ceded by the respective parties, on which the learned 
chief clerk, who has been for some time aware, by the 
opening and shutting of the door, that the passage is full of 
people waiting for the next case, and feels that the case 
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before him does not become clearer by disoussion, will say, 
“Well, gentlemen, you seem all agreed in the matter, the 
differences between you appear mere matters of detail, 
and I am glad to see that you have been able to adjust 
them. I have listened with great attention to your ob- 
servations; the arrangement is a complicated one, and 
there are some points in it which I do not quite see the 
object of, but I have no doubt it has been carefully pre- 
peared and well considered: the scheme appears to be 
beneficial to some at least of the parties, and Mr. A., who 
appears for the infant, offers no objection. I think, 
therefore, I may safely certify that it is fit and proper, 
and the sanction of the Court will be given to it in the 
usual form.” 

The arrangement is then carried out; the trustees, 
guardians, and other parties concerned execute it under 
the order and indemnity of the Court; and the order 
thus obtained, in every case which falls short of actual 
proved fraud, effectually closes the mouths of all parties, 
whether infants or not, however much they may after- 
wards have cause to complain of it. 

We have entered somewhat minutely into these de- 
tails to meet the objection that we are putting a case 
of fraud, and that no judicial system can prevent a judge 
from being imposed on; but a little consideration will 
show that the case we have put does not of necessity 
involve actual fraud; although it undoubtedly affords 
the greatest facilities for fraud and collusion of the most 
serious character. 

Even under the old system, where every matter of this 
deseription had to pass under the eyes, first of the 
master, and then of the judge in court, cases occurred in 
which the sanction of the Court was obtained to trans- 
actions of a very unsatisfactory character. For example: 
in the case of Brydges v. Branfell, 12 Sim. 369, a tenant 
for life managed, by a skilful manipulation of the forms of 
the Court, to sell the settled estate and pocket two-thirds 
of the value, and yet effectually to bind the interests of 
the tenants in remainder. In the recent case of Howard 
v. The Earl of Shrewsbury, 3 L. 2. Eq. 218,15 W. R. 301, a 
different object was effected. There the Earl of Shrewsbury 
being entitled for life to certain estates which were an- 
nexed by Parliament in perpetuity to the title, and 
being owner in fee of other estates which he desired 
also to annex in perpetuity to the title, oltained the 
sanction of the Court to a scheme by which he sold 
a small part of the settled estate for £1,000, and in- 
vested this sum in the purchase of his own fee simple 
estates, which were estimated at £136,000; a tran- 
saction which, though not fraudulent in the popular 
sense, was certainly one which few judges, if fully 
aware of the circumstances, would have sanctioned.* 
In the case of Brooke v. Lord Mostyn, 2 D. J.8. 378, 13 
W. BR. 248, the Court, acting upon the report of a master 
on a consent petition in a friendly suit, accepted on 
behalf of an infant the personal security of a tenant for 
life, which ultimately proved worthless, in exchange for 
acharge upon the inheritance; and the House of Lords, 
affirming the decision of the Master of the Rolls, and 
reversing that of the Lords Justices, held that the com- 
promise, whatever might be the result, was binding. 

If, then, these things happened in former times, in 
spite of all the apparatus of Master in Chancery, states of 
facta, inquiries, reports, confirmations, and further direc- 
tions; what may we not expect and fear under the pre- 
sent system, when all the above forms and ceremonies are 
consolidated into a summons before the judge’s clerk, 
who, if in an accommodating temper, can dispose of all 
such matters by a stroke of his pen. 

The judicial comedy which we have endeavoured to 
describe is constantly enacted, though, no doubt, it seldom 
happens that the parties have any fraudulent motives or 
objects, It is, in fact, the ordinary machinery y by which in 
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family matters difficulties arising from the disability : 
parties, and the conscientious scruples of trustees, are go 

over. That such machinery should exist may be neces- 
sary, and indeed most useful; but what we contend for 
is that it should be entrusted to competent hands and ~ 
exercised coram populo, for otherwise the very circum- 
stances which are popularly supposed to give protection to 
incapable parties, such as trustees, become the instruments 
of rendering illusory the very protection which they were 
intended to secure. The moral we would draw from the 
above remarks is not that the jurisdiction exercised by 
the Court of Chancery over infants and trustees is mis- 
chievous, but that such transcendant powers ought not to 
be entrusted to secret tribunals nor exercised by a 
secondary class of judges.

THE AREA OF RATING. 


Among the many difficulties experienced by legislators 
in attempting to comply with clamorous demands for the 
alteration of the law in some one particular, is the utter 
impossibility of satisfying all those parties who imagine, 
whether rightly or wrongly, that they have a right to be 
heard and to have their interests considered, or, which 
has the same effect, to have their pet theories made the 
foundation of whatever alteration it may be in contempla- 
tion to adopt. And, as this is the case in small and com- 
paratively unimportant matters, it is doubly and trebly 
felt in those instances in which the concerns of large 
masses of people are dealt with, or in which any change 
in taxation is likely to affect the pockets of one portion 
or another of the population. In dealing, therefore, 
with any proposed change in the poor law, which will 
probably place a heavier burden of poor rates on some 
persons, while it relieves others from a portion of their 
present imposts, it is important, while taking into ac- 
count all that may be urged in favour of the numerous 
conflicting interests, that we should be blind to all merely 
personal and local considerations, in order that any 
change which may be made may be based on some prin- 
ciple which shall settle the new state of things for at 
least a generation or two. 

The principle of centralisation, as it is called, would, 
we apprehend, if applied to poor rates, find numerous sup- 
porters, as well as a large body of opponents. It has 
been suggested that the whole country should be assessed 
to one rate for the relief of the poor. That the whole 
proceeds of this rate should be paid into one common fund, 
and dealt out to each parish or union according to its 
necessities. Of course those parishes which are now 
heavily burdened would rejoice at the establishment of 
such a system, while those whose rates are very low 
would strenuously object to any such change for the 
worse. No doubt all schemes intended to change the 
present area of rating would find opponents in one class 
or the other, but these ought not to be regarded, if the 
principle to be adopted is of itself good, and likely to 
prove more equitable in its working than that at present 
in operation. 

It may fairly be said that, while it is the duty of the 
whole country to support its poor, those localities which 
have a preponderance of poor should contribute a larger 
proportion towards that support than those in which the 
poor are less numerous, On the other hand it must be 
admitted that wealth attracts poverty; that is to say, 
wherever persons of jarge means reside, there they will 
spend.a large portion of their time and money, creating a 
trade in the articles they consume and employing labour 
to minister to their luxuries. If, by reason of some 
imaginary boundary line, dividing one parish from 
another, the poor who minister to the rich of a neigh- 
bouring parish become chargeable to a comparatively 
poor locality which they inhabit, an inequality exists, 
which is in iteclf inequitable. To destroy such inequalities, 
without creating others by adopting one uniform poor 
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rate throughout the country, ought to be the object of the 
Legislature. 

The principle, then, which should govern the rating 
of London and large towns for the relief of the poor— 
for we leave out of the question all purely country 
unions and’ parishes—appears to be this :—each union 
or parish should have its own rate for all purposes which 
may be gsenerally described as the relief of the poor; all 
exceptional relief, such as the relief of houseless poor, 
the maintenance of the insane, the education of pauper 
children, and the gratuitous supply of medicine, &c, 
should be contributed equally by the unions and parishes, 
comprised in the whole town, or, where that would be 
impracticable or inequitable, in some large district formed 
forthat purpose. The area of rating would, by the adoption 
of this principle, be so far modified that, while for the 
ordinary and every day purposes of the poor law paupers 
would be chargeable to their own union or parish, all 
exceptional relief would be supplied from a common 
fund, contributed equally, in proportion to their rate- 
able value, by all the unions and parishes within a given 
district. The re-adjustment of some union districts 
might, and probably would, be necessary to give proper 
effect to this plan, but such a small question of detail 
need not stand in the way of its accomplishment. 

In endeavouring to adjust the burden of relieving 
the poor, it becomes necessary to classify all cases in 
which relief is granted. Now, the claims of casuals, or, 
as they are called, houseless poor, to be a charge on any 
particular locality where night may happen to overtake 
them, have been inferentially declared by the Legislature 
to be untenable, inasmuch as the Houseless Poor Act 
(27 & 28 Vict. c. 116) distributes the expenses incurred 
in any one parish in London on their account over the 
whole metropolis. It is unfair that, while the presence 
of wealth attracts poverty, as we have already shown, the 
parishes inhabited by the wealthy should be compara- 
tively exempt from the payments due from wealth. By 
comparing the ratio of poor-rates to rent in some of the 
east-end parishes with that in some of those in the west- 
end of London, any one may satisfy himself of the fact 
that the present system works unequally. 

Mr. Gathorne Hardy’s bill relating to the poor of 
London, which is now passing through the House of 
Commons, adopts almost precisely the view adyo- 
cated hore of the principle on which the area of 
r.ting should be modified. The bill provides that the 
Poor Law Board shall divide London into several dis- 
tricts, each combining several unions or. parishes, and 
that for each such district asylums shall be built or pro- 
vided for the reception of the “ sick, insane, or infirm, or 
other classes” of the poor chargeable on the rates. It also 
p.ovides that dispensaries shall be furnished for the pur- 
pose of dispensing medicine and giving advice to the sick 
poor. Schools for pauper children are also to be provided 
in each district. A metropolitan common poor fund is to 
be established, which is to be contributed to by every 
union and parish in proportion to the annual rate- 
able value of its property. Upon this fund are to be 
charged the maintenance of lunatics and asylums under 
the Act, except such as are chargeable on the county rate; 
the maintenance, in any asylum, of patients suffering 
from fever or smallpox; all medical and surgical appli- 
ances supplied to the poor in receipt of relief; the mainte- 
nance of pauper children in district, separate certificated, 
and licensed schools; and the relief of houseless poor. 

This plan, while it retains so much of the old system as 
is not in itself objectionable, introduces a scheme where- 
by large groups of unions aud parishes will be joined to- 
gether, and, to that extent, enlarges the area of rating 
for certain purposes which we have specified, 

So much of the Houseless Poor Act as requires the 
Metropolitan Board of Works to reimburse parishes tho 
money paid for the relief of casuals is repealed; and this, 
it will be observed, has the effect of reducing the area 
over which contributions for the relief of this class of 
the poor are spread from the whole of the metropolis 
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down to that of each of the several distriets to be formed 
under the new Act. But for the inconvenience it might 
occasion, we are inclined to think that for this purpose 


‘the whole of London might very justly be formed into 


one district, and contribute to one common poor fund, 
though it is obvious that there are other purposes of this 
Act for which such a course would be highly inexpedient. 
Mr. Hardy has thought fit to suggest several districts—at 
least, we must suppose so, for he does not in any manner 
define the size he proposes to make them,—and we are 
not disposed, while approving generally the principles of 
the Act, to cavil at this reservation of discretion; at 
least, unless and until it appears to have been injudi- 
ciously exercised. 


A NEGLECTED SUBJECT.* 

Dr. Skae treated with great ability, in a recent ad- 
dress which he delivered before the College of Surgeons 
of Edinburgh, on the relations of insanity to our legal 
and educational systems. Two subjects on which he 
touched are of especialinterest to the profession at large : 
the medical examination of insane criminals, and the 
diffusion of the study of insanity amongst medical 
students and practitioners. There can be little doubt 
that he is justified in anticipating that a great improve- 
ment in our mode of conducting trials, where insanity is 
pleaded, would undoubtedly result, if the system 
followed in France were adopted, of employing experts 
to reporton the case under examination. These reports 
made on oath, after a careful and repeated examination 
of the prisoner and of witnesses, and made by two or 
three experienced physicians, appointed by the Court, or 
in part, it might be, by the prisoner’s counsel, would con- 
trast favourably with our present medical evidence, and 
convey sound psychological evidence, free from the in- 
fluence of partisanship. These witnesses might be after- 
wards subjected to an examination in court if necessary. 
The system of written medico-legal reports by experi- 
enced men, chosen by the court, would assist to put an 
end to the obliquy cast upon the profession, and greatly 
promote the ends of justice. We concur with him also in 
urging that, if the Colleges should make the study of 
mental diseases imperative upon its licentiates—a sub- 
ject quite as important as,if not much moreso than, 
several of those subjects included in the medical curri- 
culum—this would tend, among other things, to bring 
medical testimony into more esteem in public opinion, 
andin our courts of lawin cases of insanity, than it at 
present enjoys. Thecure or alleviation of diseases of the 
mind appears so obviously to transcend in dignity, interest, 
and importance, the treatment of any bodily disorder, 
that we may well wonder that the study of this subject 
has been so much ignored by most colleges and univer- 
sities. “Perhaps,” said Dr, Skae, “ you may be inclined 
to say that I have finished my address where I ought to 
have begun it; and that, if I had told you that our 
colleges did not require their students to stady mental 
diseases, there was no further explanation required for 
the differences of opinion among medical witnesses in 
questions about insanity,”

COURT OF CHANCERY. 
(Before Sir J. Stuart.) 

March 14, 15, 16.—In re the Ottoman Financial Associa- 
tion (Limited): ex parte Philips and Others.—This was an 
adjourned summons on behalf of the liquidators that the 
several persons stated in a schedule (among whom was the 
name of Mr. Philips) being respectively contributories of 
this company, might be ordered to pay to the liquidators 
the sums set opposite to their names in the schedule, 
together with 10 per cent. from the dates mentioned, 
being calls made by the company. 

Mr. Dickinson, Q.C., and Mr. C. Locock Webb for the 
liquidators. 

Mr. Bacon Q.C., and Mr. Pemberton, for Mr. Philips, 
submitted that as he had filed a bill raising questions as 
to whether he ought to pay these moneys or not—im- 
proper conduct being charged against the directors—he 
ought not to be required to pay the sum now demanded 
by the liquidators. 

The Vice CHANCELLOR said that it seemed to him to be 
quite impossible to release Mr. Philips from the payment 
of his calls. He became a shareholder of the company, 
and had bound himself by one of the articles of association 
to pay all calls that were regularly made, and this call 
upon the face of the transactions in the books of the com- 
pany was regularly made, and therefore Mr. Philips must 
pay it, and he must also pay the costs of this motion. In 
the first motion the liquidators must have their costs out 
of the estate, and Mr. Philips’ be costs in the cause, 
His Honour said he should only allow the liquidators the 
costs that would have been incurred in chambers. He con- 
demned the practice of at once adjourning such a motion 
into court without giving the chief clerk or himself the op- 
portunity of hearing it in chambers, 


MASTER OF THE ROLLS’ CHAMBERS. 

March 6.—Bankrupt Shareholders. —A question of an im- 
portant character was raised to-day, whether a shareholder 
who had been bankrupt, and obtained his order of discharge, 
was liable for new calls. It was admitted that for calls be- 
fore the bankruptcy the official liquidator could prove 
under the estate, but it was very different on new calls. 

The Cuter CLerk retained the name on the register, and 
said when a demand for a new call was made he could raise 
the question that he was exonerated.* 





ASSIZE INTELLIGENCE. 
Home Circuit. 
LEWES, 

March 19.—The Loxp Cuter Justice, in charging the 
grand jury, made some remarks, alluding to the remark- 
able distinction between the calendars for the eastein and 
western divisfons of the county, in this respect, that few of 
the prisoners in the former could read and write, whereas 
most of those in the latter could, and that there was much 
less crime in the latter than the former, he observed upon 
the great importance of edneation as a means of preventing 
crime. He was aware of the temptation which there was to 
keep children from school when they were able to earn 
money ; but thisonly showed the importance, on the one 
hand, of getting them to school a» early as possible, and, 
on the other hand, of persuading them to attend evening 
schools, at all events, on some ere in the week.

NorFouk Crrcvit. 
CAMBRIDGE. 

March 19.—Henry Hume Pearson was indicted for 
maliciously and feloniously killing one mare and one geld. 
ing, the property of George Samuel Hall, at Ely, on the 
21st day of January, 1867. 

Mr. Keane, Q.C., and Mr. Metcalfe, were for the prosecu- 
tion; Mr. O'Malley, Q.C., and Mr. Graham, defended the 
prisoner. 

The facts of this extraordinary case were these :—Mr. 
Hall, the prosecutor, is a solicitor practising at Ely and 
Cambridge, and residing at Ely. The prisoner is (or rather 
was) a surgeon practising in the same place, Ely. Mr. Hall, 


-at the time of the transaction now inquired into, was pos- 


sessed of three horses, one of which was a very valuable 
animal. Onthe morning of the 21st his groom went out to 
a shooting match in the neighbourhood, leaving the horses 
perfectly well. On his return, at 5 p.m., he found two of 
them dead and stiff. The prisoner had, in the meantime, 
been seen coming away from the stables and going into the 
brewhouse, and again in some other part of the yard. 
In the manger there was found, just out of reach of the 
tongue of one of the horses, some bran, and it so happened 
that the prisoner, who had come in uninvited, called out at 
once, ‘‘ There isstrychnine, I can see crystals.” But when 
asked by one of the persons present to point them out, he 
put up his eyeglass and said he was mistaken. This bran 
was then wrapped up in paper and taken possession of by 
Mr. Hall, and was afterwards analysed by Professor Tuson, 
professor of chymistry at the Royal Veterinary College, who 
could detect nothing with the naked eye, but with the 
glass he detected crystals of strychnia. Strychnine crystals, 
said Mr. Tuson, are very hard to be procured by the general 
public. They are sold in powders to kill vermin, and when so 
sold are artificially coloured. Crystals are reserved for the 
medical profession. It was proved that the horses had been 
poisoned with strychnia. No motive was suggested for the 
commission of the crime. 

The learned JupcE having fully laid the case before the 
jury, they, after one hour's absence from court, returned a 
verdict of guilty, and the prisoner was sentenced to five years’ 
penal servitude ; his lordship saying that he fully con- 
curred in the decision the jury had made.

Sir,—I am directed by the Council to inform you, in 
answer to your letter of 4th instant, that the Lord Chief 
Justice Cockburn, the Master of the Rolls (Lord Romilly), 
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the Lord Chief Justice Bovill, and the Lord Chief Baron 
Kelly, (being the Judges who alone have collectively and 
severally the dispensing power), have received a deputation 
from the council on this most important subject. 

The deputation pointed out to their Lordships that a 
constant and earnest desire has always been entertained 
in the profession that its position and character should be 
so raised as to secure for it the respect of the courts, and 
the public generally; and that in furtherance of those 
objects, the Preliminary Examination had been found to 
be of very great value. 

In admitting that it is fit and proper that the dispensing 

wer should be exercised in cases of a peculiar and ex- 
ceptional character, the deputation mentioned that from 
circumstances which had come within their own know- 
ledge, they thought it probable that their Lordships 
might not always have been able to judge from the ex parte 
statements made on applications submitted to them by 
individual applicants of the justness of their claims; and 
that if a more minute investigation could have been made 
into the circumstances of some of these cases, they would 
heve been found to rest on grounds amounting to little 
more than a mere incapacity to pass an examination, 
against which incapacity, the act itself was intended to 
operate. 

The judges fully recognized the importance of the Pre- 
liminary Examination, but thought that the attorney’s 
clerks, who had before the establishment of the examina- 
tion rendered themselves fully competent to transact the 
business of attorneys and solicitors, ought not to be ex- 
cluded from the profession by reason of defective education. 

Their Lordships, however, intimated that as time goes 
on, clerks of that description who enter attorney's offices 
with full notice of the regulations which render the Pre- 
liminary Examination necessary, cannot expect to have 
extended to them a dispensation which may justly be ex- 
tended to those who commenced their employment at 
or shortly before the establishment of the Preliminary 
Examination; and that after the Act imposing the exami- 
nation had been in operation for ten years, the claims for 
dispensation would be very sparingly entertained and con- 
ceded. 

In the course of the discussion, an observation was made 
by one of the judges, that it must be borne in mind that 
the profession of an attorney required something more 
than a capacity to conduct the practical part of an attorneys 
and solicitors business; that, in fact, the interests of the 
community were to a very great extent entrusted to the 
management of attorneys and solicitors: and that they 
were called upon to exercise, in addition to competent 
skill in their profession, considerable tact and judgment, 
and it was essential that they should possess those higher 
qualities which a liberal education is calculatetMo create. 

Their Lordships also intimated that, in future, they 
would be glad to avail themselves of the assistance of this 
society, in investigating the circumstances of any cases 
which might hereafter appear to be doubtful when sub- 
mitted for their consideration; and that a postponement 
only, of the time at which the Preliminary Examination 
should take place, and not its entire dispensation, would, 
in their opinion, satisfy the requirements of the statute in 
many instances. 

From the courteous manner in which the deputation were 
received by the learned judges, the great attention paid 
to the representations made to them on the subject, and 
from the remarks which dropped from them in the course 
of the interview, the council believe that the action the 
re taken in the matter will be attended with the desired 
results,

he evil is principally felt at the Rolls. So numerous 





are the winding-up matters in that branch of the court, 
(and every week adds considerably to the number,) that 
at the present time a Jong appointment cannot be obtained 
for a day earlier than the latter end of Easter Term. The 
chief clerks there are notoriously much overworked, and if 
one of them should fall ill, the business in his division 
would be at a complete stand-still, for the others could 
not possibly take it up. In Mr. Hawkins’ division it is an 
ordinary thing to be detained for two hours upon appoint- 
ments for half-past eleven o.clock, and this is mainly 
caused by the winding-up appointments. 

What is required, and must be done sooner or later, is 
another branch of the court with a complete staff for the 
sole purpose of taking winding-up business. By this 
means alone can the existing evil be remedied, and the 
ordinary suitors of the court have their business rapidly 
and satisfactorily transacted. 

The Attorney-General should be at once urged to bring 
in a bill for the purpose of providing a separate tribunal, 
charged with the winding-up of public companies; and it 
should be done so that the machinery may be put into 
working order by Trinity Term. If this is not done forth- 
with, the judgeschambers will in that term present a 
scene of delay and confcsion never paralelled in the worst 
days of the masters’ offices. 

The subject is one of daily complaint by those whose 
practice lies principally on that court; and I believe it 
only requires being brought forward prominently to be re- 
dressed. Will you, sir, use your pen towards the attain- 
ment of that object.

METROPOLITAN Pook BILL. 

The Eart or Drvon, in moving the second reading of 
this bill, described the insufficient provision at present 
made in workhouses for the sick and infirm poor, and ex- 
plained the remedies for existing cvils which this measure 
was intended to furnish. 

Lorp Krmperey cordially approved the bill, and only 
regretted that it did not entirely remove the management 
of the sick and infirm poor from the Boards of Guardians, 
who had proved themselves inadequate to the duty. 

The bill was then read a second time. 

Thursday, March 21.

In committee upon this bill a protracted discussion arose, 
Lorps De Grey and CRANWORTH objecting to various pro- 
visions. 

The Lorp CHANcELLor and Lonp BELMone defended the 
bill, which, after being amended at the instance of Lord 
Grey, by withholding indemnity in cases of perjury, was 
finally adopted bya majority of 52 to 19.

Pending Measures of Legislation. 
SALE oF LAND by AUCTION BILL. 

1, Short title to be ‘Sale of Land by Auction Act, 1867.” 

2. Act to commence on the Ist day of August, 1867. 

8. Interpretation of ‘‘ auctioneer,” ‘* land,” and ‘‘ agent.” 

4. Auctioneer, at any sale by auction of land, is to read 
the conditions of sale. Except that where sales are com- 
monly held in a room where a set of conditions are printed 
and exhibited on the inside walls, and the special conditions 
refer to them as applicable to the particular sale, the 
auctioneer shall not read such general conditions, 

5. Auctioneer not to bid. 

6, Conditions of sale to state whether land sold without 
reserve, or subject to a reserved price, or a reserve right to 
bid ; if without reserve, the seller not to employ any person 
oo nor the auctioncer to take knowingly any such 
vidding, 

7, Were sale is declared to be subject to a reserved price, 
then, if there be no bidding equal to the reserved price, the 


auctioneer shall declare ach land bought, but reserved 
price must be stated in writing delivered to the auctioneer 
previous to such sale ; Provided that auctioncer may accept 
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any bidding made buying in equal to or higher than 
reserved price. 

8. Where sale is declared to be subject to a right for 
the seller or his agent te bid once for each lot, or generally 
to bid as often as he shall think proper, the sum below 
which the seller does not intend to sell the land shall be 
stated in writing delivered to the auctioneer previous to 
such sale. 

9. Provided that, where upon a sale a price is reserved, 
it shall not be lawful for the seller to appoint any person to 
bid ; and where the right to bid is reserved it shall not be 
lawful for the seller to appoint any other person than him- 
self or his agent to bid; nor shall it be lawful for both to 
bid, nor for either to bid on his own bidding, or beyond the 
sum stated, nor for the auctioneer to take any bidding from 
the seller or his agent beyond such sum; and where any 
person is appointed contrary to the meaning of this Act, it 
shall not be lawful for the auctioneer to take knowingly any 
bidding from any such person. 

10. If the conditions do not state that such sale will be 
without reserve, or subject to a reserved price, and no right 
to bid, whether limited or general is reserved, but in no 
other case, the seller may appoint to bid on his behalf at 
such sale any one person other than the auctioneer, but not 
more than one ; and such bidding shall be subject to the 
same conditions as where a general right to bid is reserved. 

11. If at any sale any bidding is made in contravention 
of this Act, such sale shall be void against any bond fide 
bidder to whom such land may be knocked down, and who 
shall be unwilling to complete. 

12. If at any sale land is knocked down to the bidding of 
any person bidding in contravention of the rules of this Act, 
the person making the last bond fide bidding may elect to 
become the purchaser, rovided he deliver, within six days, 
Fine in writing of such his intention, and pay or tender the 

eposit. 

13. Any auctioneer knowingly acting in contravention 
of this Act to be liable to any bond Jide bidder in an action 
for damages or loss of time, travelling expenses, and legal 
advice on the conditions of sale. 

14. Practice of opening biddings by order of Chancery, 
except on ground of fraud, to be discontinued. 

15. Except as aforesaid, the Court of Chancery to be 
excepted from operation of Act. 

16. Act not to extend to Scotland.

Arrorners &c., Certiticate Duty Bit. 

Statement in support of the bill to réduce the annual 
duty upon tho certificates of attorneys and solicitors, and 
others, 

For many yoars prior to the year 1853, attorneys, 
solicitors, and \proctors wero subjectod to the following 
special taxation :—Ist, £120 Stamp Duty on their artioles 
of clerkship ; 2nd, £26 Stamp Duty on admission; and 
rd, an annual certificate tax of £12 in London, and £8 in 
the provinces ; one-half remitted for the first three years, 








In the whole range of special taxation of @ class, there 
is no other instance of this threefold taxaticn, One class 
may be taxed like the attorneys, solicitors, and proctors 
on their articles of clerkship, or indentures of apprentice- 
ship ; another class on being admitted to their profession 
or calling: and another class on annual certificates en- 
abling them to carry on their callings, as auctioneers, 
pawnbrokers, hawkers or pedlars; but attorneys, solici- 
tors, and proctors alone are subject to all these three 
kinds of taxation. 

Tn the year 1853, the stamp duty on articles was re- 
duced, from £120 to £80; and the annual certificate tax, 
from £12 to £9 in London, and from £8 to £6 in the pro- 
vinces, 

There are cogent reasons why attorneys should be re- 
lieved from the payment of the existing anuual certificate 
tax by its reduction to a nominal amount. 

This tax was imposed in the year 1785 to make up an 
expected deficiency in the shop tax. The shop tax has 
long been repealed, but the tax in aid of it has been 
continued to the present day. 

In England and Wales this taxation amounts in the 
aggregate to upwards of £68,000 per annum. 

It is a grievous and oppressive infliction on a large class 
of deserving practitioners, the profit of whose business is 
of small amount. By many recent changes in the law and 
the practice of the courts, the emoluments of attorneys 
and solicitors have been greatly diminished. A very 
large proportion of attorneys and solicitors do not derive as 
much as £200 a-year from their profession; but they are 
nevertheless compelled to pay this onerous tax, which in 
London is equal to an income-tax of 6d. in the pound on 
£360 a-year, and in the provinces to an income-tax cn 
£240 a-year and to pay the income-tax as well; and they 
are not exempted from any of the taxation imposed on the 
general public. 

The profession of an attorney isan honourable one, and 
every person, before he is permitted to enter into articles 
of clerkship, is subjected to an educational test of a strin- 
gent character, and before admission, to two examinations 
in the principles and practice of the law. 

An exclusive right to practise their profession is con- 
ferred on members of the bar, and on members of the 
college of physicians and surgeons; yet they are not sub- 
jected toa special annual taxation like that which is im- 
posed on attorneys. 

A bill for the repeal of this tax was first introduced in 
1850. 

The second reading of the bill was carried on a division, 
and the principle of the bill was again affirmed on two 
others divisions. After the bill had passed through com- 
mittee, it was lost on a division upon the third reading, 
taken at three o'clock in the morning. 483 members voted 
on these divisions: and if the fate of the bill had depended 
on their votes, taken on a single division, it would have 
been carried by a majerity of 35. 

In 1851 the motion for leave to bring in a similar bill 
was aflirmed by 169 to 139; but, in consequence of the 
dissolution of Parliament, the bill was not again brought 
forward until 1853. ¥ 

On the 10th March, 1853, a similar motion was carried 
by 219 to 167, but before the bill was brought to a second 
reading, a resolution for the total repeal of the advertise- 
ment duty was carried, 

On that occasion, the Chancellor of the Excheauer stated 
the impossibility of repealing the Certificate Tax, and also 
the duty on advertisements; and in consequence of this 
statement, sixty-one members who had previously vored in 
favour of the bill, voted against the second reading, being 
driven to an alternative between the two duties. 

The reasons which then operated do not now apply. 

On the 19th May, 1865, a motion was carried, by a 
majority of three votes, in favour of the abolition of the 
duty. 

There are at present in England and Wales about 10,300 
practising attorneys and solicitors, and G0 conveyancers, 
special pleaders, and draftsmen in equity. 

In Scotland about 1,600 Writers to the Signet or procu- 
rators, including Parliamentary solicitors, licensed in 
Scotland, practising in London, 

Tn Ireland about 1,200 practising attorneys, solicitors, 
and conveyancers, in all about 13,000 licensed practi- 
tioners, 

Tn England there are about 4,500 barristers, in Scotland
